St. Louis Man Seizes Reins 
and Throws Horses, in 
Cairo, Risking Death. | 


Don John Wentworth, a St. Louis 
traveling man, living at the American 
Hotel, was the hero of a runaway acci- 


dent in Cairo, Ill., in which he .saved 
James Burton and his wife and child, 
from being dashed over a steep bank 
inta the Ohio River. , 

Burten, who is a Cairo real estate 
dealer, was driving with his wife. and 
little daughter Sunday afternoon. when 
the .pole fell and the horses started to 
run. The river was only a half block 
away, and the horses; were headed 
toward a steep embankment, which rises 
30 feet above the water. 

Burton pulled at the reins with all his 
might, but was unable to check the 
team. The speed was so great that 
neither Mrs. Burton nor the girl dared 
to jump out. 

With the edge of the embankment less 
than 100 feet awgy, Burton had. given 
up hope, when a young man. spring 
from the sidewalk and by a flying leap 
for the horses’ heads, succeeded ‘ia 
catching the rein of the near horse. He 
clung to the leather, and the horse fell, 
bringing the other horse down with him. 

Woman’s Arm Is Broken. 

The Burton family was thrown out 
of the carriage to the road, and Mrs. 
Burton’s arm was broken, while her hus- 
band and the child yere bruised and 
scratched. 

Wentworth was cast to the side of the 
road with such force as to stuA him. 
His clothes were torn beyond repair, but 
he soon recovered consciousness and 
was able to assist in carrying Mrs. Bur- 
ton to a near-by house, whence she was 
taken home after the fracture in her 
arm had been set. 

“Wentworth undoubtedly saved all cur 
lives,” said Burton to a Post-Dispatch 
correspondent. ‘‘He is a real hero, and 
I thank God he was not seriously hurt.”’

German Pilot Is in the Lead, Headed 
Toward Canada—No ‘Word 
From the Helvetia. 





Following the best. balloon route in 
America, that across the Great Lakes 
into the vast reaches of Canada, five of 
the aerostats competing in the inter- 
national race, which started in St. Louis, 
crossed Lake Michigan Tuesday. Among 
the leaders is believed to be Harry LE. 
Honeywell of St. Louis, pilot of the St. 
Louis No. 4. 

Leaving Milwaukee and flying at a 
high altitude, the. aeronauts traversed 
a perilous stretch of more than ‘100 
miles of water. Two of them arrived 
over land at Muskegon, Mich., one at 
Shelby, 20 miles north, and two at Pent- 
water, 40 miles north of Muskegon. 

In the lead, according to telegraphic 
advices, is the Germania, piloted by 
Capt. Hugo von Abercron. He passed 
Muskegon at 10:45 a. m. and two hours 
later was reported at Ludington, 473 
miles northeast of St. Louis. He was 
sailing due north, in the direction of 
Canada. His balloon was recognized 
along the route by its silvery coloring 
of alumnium paint. 

Von Phul Has Landed. 

At his heels is believed to be the Har- 
burg III, piloted by Lieut. Leopold Vogt 
of the German army, with William F. 
Assman of St. Louls as his aid. Vogt 
passed over Milwaukee five minutes aft- 
er Abercron stood out over the lake. 
Honeywell is thought to. be next. 

The identity of the other two balloons 
which made the ‘lake passage .is not 
certain, but the two French balloons, 
the America II and the Azgurea, and 
the third German balloon, the. Dussel- 
dorf II, are declared in dispatches to 
have begun the voyage across the lake. 

S. Louis von Phul, pilot of the Million 
Population Club balloon, was compelled 
by lack of ballast to descend at 7:% 
a. m., near Racine, Wis. He wired the 
following message to the rost-Dispatch: 

‘‘Landgd six and one-half miles north 
of Racine, /Wis., on ti.e shore of Lake 
Michigan, with eight sacks of sand. Not 
enough to carry me over the lakes in 
my northeasterly course.’’ 

All Flying High. 

In a previous dispatch, Von Phul said: 
“With but eight bags of sand, and with 
the wind blowing the long way of the 
lake, we decided it best to drop where 
we did.” His flight is estimated at 325 
miles, and his early elimination from 
the race is ascribed to the haste in 
which he was compelled to prepare for 
the trip and to leaks in his gas bag, due 
to the nibbling of grasshoppers. 

The balloons sighted in Lower Mich- 
igan,_after achieving the lake passage, 
were fiying very high. They were voy- 
‘aging easc of northeast, save Von Aber- 
cron, who was traveling almost due 
north. In the_path of those cruising 
east lay Lake Huron, the 150-mile 
breadth of which lies between them and 
Canada. 

Honeywell Has a Sacks Left. 

The Condor and the Isle de France.

He had previously. set 
the American distance record, in 1869, 
by s@iling 1150 miles from St. Louis 
to Henderson, N. Y. He crossed Lake 
Ontario from. end to end after, having 
thrown out his last bag of ballast. 

Von Abercron dropped a message 
from his lloon, at Milwaukee, stat- 
ing that had 30 bags of ballast 
left and that he would cross the 
“sea,”’ meaning the lake. 

Von Phul stated to a Post-Dis- 
paich correspondent at Racine .that 
Capt. Messner’s Swiss balloon, the 
Anzurea, passed. him at 7:30 a. m.

Azurea was headed northeast, and 
Capt. Messner shouted that he was 
ecing over the lake.

the Wellman expedition. The airship, 
caught by the gale and driven south- 
ward to a point east of the coast of 
North Carolina, was far out of the wire- 
less range of steamers plying between 
New York and Boston or bound to the 
leading ports of Europe. 

Since Sunday at noon the code letter 
“W" was sent back and forth over the 
water from these steamers, but no an- 
swer came from Jack Irwin, the wire- 
less operator aboard the dirigible. 
‘Steamer officiats as well as balloon 
experts had come to the decision that 
Wellman and his party had been air- 
ship-wrecked at sea and had perished, 
when the message from Downs came in 
from the ocean. 

Some idea of the fight for life that 
followed the wrecking of the big dirig- 
ible may be gained from the prepara- 
tions the crew had made for just such 
a tragedy. Just before he left on the 
strange voyage, Jack Irwin, the wire- 
less operator, who was gtationed in the 
lifeboat swinging below the deck of the 
dirigible, said to a reporter: 

“Should the airship come down to the 
water, the lifeboat in which I am riding 
will touch the water first. I am then 
to cut the lifeboat loose. This will re- 
lease a great weight from the balloon, 
allowing the bag to rise again. I will 
be left in the lMfeboat, but with ample 
provisions. I expect to be picked up 
by some passing liner.”’

Fiery Chargers, Lines of Bluecoats, 
the Commissioners in Automobiles 
Motor Cycle Cops on Foot Are the 
Principal Features of Procession.

Col.:John A. Laird scorned the easy 
seat. of an automobile for the saddle 
of a dapple-gray horse, Tuesday, while 
acting as grand marshal of the annual 
police parade. Just before the start of 
the parade at Twelfth and Olive streets, 
a friend invited Col. Laird to ride in 
his auto along the line of march. :

Motorcyclists on Foot. 

The motorcycle squad, which can- 
not-drive its machines at the pace the 
parade took, was compelled to march

‘Missouri Pacific and Iron 
Mountain Are Menaced by 
Walk-Out Wednesday. 
‘FOR MACHINISTS’ . AID 
All Affiliated Trades Join in 


Demand for Settlement 
With Strikers. 





Strike of all railroad trades affiliated 
with the machinists on the Missouri Pa- 
cific and Iron Mountain roads, adding 
2500 strikers to the 1200 machinists al- 
ready out, will be ordered, effective at 
noon Wednesday, unless the railroad 
officials meet the demands of the strik- 
ing machinists. This statement was 
made to a Post-Dispatch reporter at the 
Southern Hotel Tuesday by James 
O’Connell, president of the International 
Association of Machinists. 

The ultimatum, was delivered to the 
railroads Monday. General Manager A. 
hw, Sullivan had been notified Saturday 
what the demand would be. Sullivan is 
now in Chicago. 

A meeting of presidents of four inhi 
was held at the Southern Hotel at noon 
Tuesday to await the reply of the ‘rail- 
roads. 

The situation grows out of the strike 
of the machinists in all the shops of 
the Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain 
Systems five months ago. The greater 
humber are in the shops at Sedalia, Mo., 
and Little Rock, Ark. The machinists 
Struck for an increase of 3 cents an 
hour and for a nine- hour instead of a 
W-hour day. 

Bad Faith Charged. 

According to O’Connell, the railroads 
practically agreed to grant both de- 
mands, but when an effort was: made 
to put them into effect,,.Manager Sulli- 
van insisted the railroads would take 
‘back the men as it chose and that 
jnine hours should constitute a day in 
the shops and 10 hours in the round- 
‘houses. The machinists refused to sign 
this agreement and insisted on the nine- 
hour day and on all the machinists -be- 
ing taken back. 

The refusal of Sullivan to grant these 
demands resulted in the ultimatum that 
unless they were granted Tuesday the 
strike would be ordered effective at 
noon Wednesday to include every de- 
partment of the shops. 

“The situation is acute,” said O’Con- 
nell Tuesday. ‘‘Unless the demands of 
the machinists are met the shops will be 
entirely tied up at noon Wednesday, and 
it will be impossible for the Missouri 
Pacific and Iron Mountain roads to keep 
their rolling stock in condition for use. 

“The strike may not stop there. It 
may be extended to all Gould lines. If 
our terms are not met today, 2600 mem- 
bers of the boilermakers’, blacksmiths’, 
and tinners’ and coppersmiths’ unions 
will walk out tomorrow. This will 
increase the number of men out to 8700. 

“There is no question that if the 
allied trades are ordered out the shops 
will have to close down. 

“I see no probability that the strike 
will extend to- the transportation de- 
partments of the roads. There is no 
probability that the engineers and fire- 
men will go out.’’ 

In the absence of Genera] Manager 
Sullivan, one of his assistants told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter there was no 
likelihood of more’ men going on a 
strike. 

“If there was anything like that in the 
air,” he said, “Mr. Sullivan would be 
here. 

“The machinists went out several 
months ago and their places have all 
been filled. They refused to return to 
work on the terms offered them and the 
Situation now is that of a lockout in- 
stead of a strike.”’

NOT GUILTY Al 
START OF TRIAL 





Clerks Hear Testimony on 
- Wife-Murder Charge. 





WOMAN TAKES STAND 

Mrs. Paul Martinetti Tells of 

Her Last Meeting With ° 
Belle Elmore.

LONDON, Oct. 18.—Dr. H, 


Crippen today was put on trial for his 
life, charged with the murder of Cora 
Belle Crippen, the American actress, 
known as Belle E)more. 

The jury, a typical body of middle- 
class tradesmen and clerks, was selected 


with little trouble, objection having 
been made in only three instances. Crip- 
pen pleaded not guilty. 

The trial, which is being held in the 
New Bailey, promises to be one of the 
most historic in the annals of that fa- 
mous court. Lord Chief Justice Alver- 
stone is presiding. He was accompanied 
into court today by Sir John Knill, Lord 
Mayor of London; Sir Thomas Vesey 
Strong, Lord Mayor-elect, and the sher- 
iffs in their robes of .office. 

Girl Not on Trial. 

Richard D. Muir, K. C., is conducting 
the prosecution, assisted by Solicitor 
Travers Humphreys, who represented 
the crown at the preliminary hearing. 
Crippen is represented by Alfred Aspin- 
a. Tobin, K. C., Unionist member. of 
Parliament, and Huntly Eugene Jen- 
kins. 

Ethel Clara Leneve, the doctor’s typist, 
who has been indicted as an accessory 
after the fact, was not in court today. 
Her trial will follow in the event of 
Crippen’s conviction. 

The American witness, Bruce Miller 
of Chicago, and his wife were recog- 
nized when they appeared in a cab 
and were followed to the doors of 
the building. 

Trial Proceeds Quickly. 

Crippen entered the dock, wearing 
a black frock coat and light trousers, 
escorted by two policemen. It was 
nearly noon when Lord Chief Justice 
Alverstone took his seat. From that 
moment the preceedings moved 
quickly. The indictment was read 
at once and Crippen, standing, replied 
to the usual questions and pleaded: 
“Not guilty, my Lord.” 

A hush fell as Counsel Muir rose 
and made the opening statement for, 
the crown. He related the faminNar 
story of the tragedy so far as it has 
been learned by the prosecution and 
the public. The taking of testimony 
was then begun. 

The most interesting of testimony 
before the lunch interval was given 
by Mrs. Paul Martinetti, who re- 
peated the evidence she had given in 
the police court. The witness and 
her husband dined with the Crippens 
at the Crippen home on the evening 
of Jan. 31, and played cards until 1:30 
o'clock in the morning. The Crip- 
pens seemed perfectly happy. This 
occasion was the last on which Mrs. 
Crippen was seen by any one so far 
as the police have been able to learn.

Mrs. Dot sets herself to the task of 
terminating this engagement of Gerald 
tu Nellie, the daughter of Lady Selleng- 
er, and, finding that young Mr. Halstane 
is too rigidly @ man of his* word to be 
cajoled into breaking it, she changes 
her line of attack and lays siege to the 
girl herself, using for this purpose her 
own cousin and secretary, Freddie Per- 
kins, who is very profoundly smitten by 
the charms of Miss Sellenger.

000 has been collected and others are 
yet to be heard from. In nearly every 
instance the saloons were located in dry 
sections. The canvass, which has been 
conducted quietly. and without’ the 
knowledge or assistance of the State or 
municipal officers, also has unearthed 
about twenty illicit distilleries, said to 
be small affairs. The detectives de- 
manded a penalty averaging from $25 
to $100. Retail dealers lrad the choice 
of paying the penalty and signing an 
agreement not to violate the law again, 
or accepting prosecution, and upon ad- 
vice from tae wholesale liquor dealers 
and breweries, the saloon keepers paid 
the .penalties.

Illinois Farmers Sending 
Sons Wést and Are Drift- 
ing to the Cities. 





WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—The census 
of Illinois, announcement of which is 
expected within two or three weeks, will 
show a decrease in the rural population, 


according to the prediction of the cen- 
sus officials, who likewise anticipate a 
falling off in the rural population of 
Indiana and Ohio, and possibly other 
‘middle western states from which the 


j|returns will come in their alphabetical 


order. The Michigan census, which was 
given out in advance of other states on 
account of the election laws that were 
to be affected, showed a marked falling 
off in many of the counties. More re- 
cently, the decreased showing in Mis- 
souri excited much comment. 

Reasons given for the decrease in the 
rural sections of Illinois, the showing 
ef which-is in prospect, are: 

Improvements in farm machinery. 

Wealth of the farmers, who, 
their large holdings, do not care to di- 
vide them into small farms, and who 
are sending their boys to the West to 
take up new land in the less settled 
regions. 

rhe natural ‘‘city drift,’’ about which 
s0 much has been said, also is an ele- 
ment, but the experts think the true ex- 
planation lies in a combination of the 
reasons given above. It is pointed out 
that all the land in Illinois, practically, 
now is occupied. The improved farm 
machinery enables the farms to be 
worked without so much manual help 
as previously. 

Of course, the city increases will make 
the State as a whole show a substan- 
tial growth. ‘

PLAYWRIGHT AND. || 
EDUCATOR DIES OF 
ILLNESS OF BRAIN 


William Vaughn Moody, Au- 
thor of ‘Faith Healer” Suc- 
cumbs to Old Malady. © 


WILL BE CREMATED 


Hid His Identity in Colorado 
Springs Where He Went 
to Recuperate. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., Oct. 18.— 
William Vaughn Moody, author of “The 
Great Divide’ and “The Faith Healer,” 
died in this city last night of tumor 
of the brain, following an extended ill- 
ness. 

The playwright came here thrée weeks 
ago, accompanied by his wife and a 
Miss Birch of Chicago, and registered 
at a local hotel. His identity was con- 
cealed on the register by substituting 
the letters “H. C.” for his proper ini- 
tials. 

A week ago he moved to a house at 
5 West View place, on which he had ob- 
tained an extended lease and where his 
death occurred. He .was a Christian 
Scientist and it is said did not have 
other treatment. 

The widow and Miss Birch have gone 

to Denver, where it is understood that 
the body will be cremated in accordance 
with his wishes. 
Moody was in the West recuperating 
and had obtained some months dgo a 
leave of absence from the University of 
Chicago, where he was professor of En- 
glish literature. When he arrived here 
he was in very poor health. 


Best Known ‘as Playwright. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 18.—The malady which 
caused Moody’s death manifested itself 
while he was on a cruise with his wife 
off the South Atlantic Coast. Special- 
ists whom he consulted found it diffi- 
cult to diagnose, but it was finally pro- 
nounced tumor of the brain. 

Moody was born at Spencer, Ind., in 
1869. He was graduated from Har- 
vard CoHege in 1893, taking a master’s 
degree in 1894. He became an instructor 
in English and rhetoric in Harvard and 
Radcliffe colleges, coming to the Uni- 
versity of Chicago in 1909. As a, play- 
wright and author he has been best 
known. 

Among his best writings are the 
“Masque of Judgment,”’ a lyrical drama; 
a History of English Literature, “The 
Great Divide” and “‘The Faith Healer.”

: The Supreme Court Vacancies. 
To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch. 

At the coming Novembér election, the voters of 
Missouri are to elect two judges of the State 
Supreme Court, one to fill a full term of 10 
years, in succession to Judge J. P. Gantt, whose 
term expires this year, and one for the unex- 
pired term of two years, to fill the vacancy caused 
by the recent death of Judge James B. Fox. 
Party nominations have been made for both these 
positions. Judge Gantt has been named by the 
Democrats as his Own successor and John C. 
Brown has been named by the Republicans for 
the same term. The vacancy caused by the death 
of Judge Fox has been filled under the law by 
the Governor for the remainder of the present 
year by the appointemnt of John Kennish, for- 
merly assistant to Governor Hadley, when At- 
torney-General. 

Judge Kennish, therefore, is now a member of 
court and is sitting in Division No. 2 with Judges 
Gantt and Burgess, and under the law will hold 
that position until January 1. The Reépublic- 
ans have named Judge Kennish as his own suc- 
cessor for the remainder of the unexpired term 
of Judge Fox. 

Mr. E. C. Timmons of Kansas City was named 
on Saturday by the Democrats as a candidate for 
this short term. 

It thus happens that two of the four candidates, 
Judges Gantt and Kennish, who are of different 
parties, are now serving the State as members of 
the State Supreme Court, and both are candidates 
for re-election. Both of these judges have excep- 
tionally strong claims upon the thoughtful and 
independent voters of the State, and especially 
upon those who look upon the efficient admin- 
istration of the office of judge as more important 


than party success. 


Judge Gantt has the prestige of a record, 20 
years of distinguished service on the bench, and 
no doubt he will be largely supported by lawyers 
and others independent of their party affiliations. 
On the other hand, the nomination of Mr. Ken- 
nish is an exceptionally strong one. He ren- 
dered distinguished service as. Assistant Attor- 
ney-General under Gov. Hadley when he was At- 
torney-General. He is now a member of the 
court, and by January 1 will have familiarized 
himself with the practical details of the posi- 
tion; in other words, will be thoroughly in the 
judicial harness. He is widely known as an able 
lawyer and, a high-minded man. Can anyone 
doubt that the efficient work of the court, espe- 
cially in Division No. 2, will be very much promot- 
ed by the re-election of Judges Gantt and Ken- 
nish. This involves no discredit to the worthy 
gentlemen who have been named as candidates 
against them by their respective parties. 

The situation in Missouri, is essentially the 
same as that in the State of New York, where 
there is now an exciting and doubtful political 
contest. In New York there are two vacancies to 
be filled? in the Court of Appeals and by agree- 
ment of the leaders of the political parties, one 
judge is named by the Republicans and indorsed 
by the Democrats, and the other is named by the 
Democrats and indorsed by the Republicans. Ex- 
President Roosevelt is directing the Republican 
campaign, and the leading members of the Demo- 
cratic party united in thus saving a political 
contest for membership of the highest court in 
the State. 

Why is this spirit of non- partisanship in rela- 
tion to judicial positions possible in New York 
and not in Missouri? Is this not an appropriate 
time for those who prize above all things the ef- 
ficient administration of justice, regardless of 
personal and partisan instincts and influences, 
to unjte fn furthering the inauguration of this 
great principle in Missouri? We can do this by 
supporting Judges James B. Gantt and John Ken- 
nish for the respective positions for which they 
arc named. 

The situation in Missouri differs from that in 
New York in that there only one of the candi- 
dates, as I am informed, is now on the bench 
of that State, while in Missouri the candidates 
representative of the two parties are both actu- 
ally serving on the bench, and the election of 
either one of the other.gentlemen running would 
involve the displacement of a judge now in 
active service. The committees of the two parties 
and the other candidates named, worthy men as 
they are, would render a great public service tn

SPARROW PEST? 

From Outing. 

The invasion of our shores by the 
English starling is causing & great deal 
of comment in ornithological circles. 

Have we another English sparrow pest 
on our hands? People are every where be- 
ginning to inquire. This is a question 
which can hardly yet be answered with 
certainty by a direet yes or no. The 
Federal Government is making careful 
scientific investigations and has not 
yet reported its decision. It is ‘safe, 
however, to say this, that the starling 
is liable to become a great pest and 
nuisance in this country through pres- 
sure of numbers, though it has useful 
traits, and is in somé ways a beautiful 
and interesting bird, far supérior to the 
English sparrow. 

The sum and substance of the mat- 
ter, as far as we have gone at present, 
seems to be that if the starling could 
remain in only moderate numbers in a 
locality, its presence would not be par- 
ticularly objectionable, but that if after 
spreading out all over the eountry, it 
locally increases to great numbers and 
immense flocks, as it gives every prom- 
ise of doing, it will become a very seri- 
ous menace both to our useful native 
birds and to agriculture,

Second base—one of the two most im- 
Portant positions on the infield of any

Collins Is Faster. 
As to speed, Collins is the fastest sec- 


ond baseman in baseball today. He is 
a wonderful ball player and a fighting, 
hustling, gritty and nervy player. Hit- 
ting left handed, he goes to first like 
a flash and I think he covers more 
ground moving toward first base on 
ground balls than any second baseman 
in the business. He is after the hall 
on the jump, goes well toward second, 
pivots well on the base, throws fast, 
hard and accurately and helps the 
slow and lumbersome Davis a whole lot 
in taking extra ground. toward first 
base. 

I think Zimmerman will make more 
blunders in fielding and accept a small- 
er percentage of his chances. Also he 
will make more startling stops and 
throws than the sensation of the Ath- 
letics. He lacks. experience, having 
been shifted from position to position, 

Zim a Natural Player. 

Yet Zimmerman I consider the great- 
est natural ball player of the day. He 
is a series of surprises both at the bat 
and in the field, and this very element 
of surprise is likely to help the Cubs. 

At bat Collins can outhit him. In 
fact, I expect Collins to hit hard against 
the kind of pitching he must face. I 
expect Zimmerman to hit Plank hard 
and fall down to both Morgan and 
Coombs.

I believe Zimmerman’s long drives will 
help a lot in winning for the Cubs.

There was a further depreciation in 
the value of grain today, wheat scoring 
new low records on the present decline, 
while corn and oats sold at new low 
levels on the crop and the lowest figures 
In over four years. The speculative 
buying at the deciine was light. Tired 
holders and shorts were the principal 
sellera. 

The Liverpool market was depressed 
on the American advices and pressure 
of Manitoba spot grain. Continued rain 
in the Argentine reaching farther north- 
ward into the drouth section, coupled 
with a weak future market at Buenos 
Ayres, were bearish factors. A minor 
rally took place in the late trading in 
the foreign market on light cargo offer- 
ings and a fairly good demand from the 
continent. 

The European visible supply -of wheat 
for the week decreased 244,000 bu, against 
an increase last week of 9,972,000 bu, 
and last year of 5,400,000 bu. The total 
supply is now 101,296,000 bu, against 77,-
